Applicant’s response, which included amendment to claims 4 and 5, filed on 
^30/2003, is made of record. 

Claims 4-6,19 and 20 are pending. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In view of applicants’ response particularly amendment to claim 4 to exclude non- 
elected subject matter and amendment to claim 5 to recite specific disorders/ diseases 
related CRF dysfunction, both 112 second and first paragraph rejection made in the 
previous office action have been obviated. 

The compound of formula I shown in claim 4 wherein one of A, B and C is a N 
and the other to are CR with specific Ar, R, Riand R 2 groups, and the method of use for 
treating anxiety, depression and other CRF related disorders as embraced in the instant 
invention were not found to be anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 
Additionally, prior art search in the relevant art area yielded no references teaching or 
suggesting the compound of structure of claim 4, bearing specific Ar, R, R^nd R 2 
groups or method of use embraced in the instant claims. Therefore, the examiner noted 
that the claims 4-6 and 19-20 would be in condition for allowance.
